The Brothers Davenport, how- 
ever, had the misfortune (о appear in London while Professor 
Andergon was exbibi\iog, and this gen'leman was not slow in chal- 
lenging their pretensions to supernatural power. When ho showed 
that the rope thick could be performed quite as well by professed 
conjarom 68 by the "giít.d brothers,” tho Davenpot diciples 
bogen to be asbamed of therselv:s, and the Brothers were fain to 
retire from the metropolis and experixeat on the credulity of the 
provinces. But they have fared worse therethan in London. At Liver- 
pool and Ниддеєгэйс14 they have met with rough handling. The 
shrewd wits cf these towns were prepared for the encounter, and a 
koot, appropriately called Tom fool's knot,” was invented, which 
the Brothers found to be too tight for their wrists.

We hope the Spiritual Magazine—if that їв its right title— will take 
note of this fact; and we hops, too, that all the dupes of epirit 
manifestations will recorsider th: ir folly, and renounce Ше ab- 
surdities to which ia а fatuous mood they have given credence. It

AWFUL SHIPWREOK.—LOSS OF 550 LIVES. 

Он the 12th of January a Ohinaman, much bruised about the body, 
presented himself at the Shipping-office, Singapore, and said that 
he hed left Swatow а fortuight before in a large three-masted 
schooner, with 550 other passengers. Оп the night of the 6th, he 
said, at the entrance to the Виза, barely thirty miles from Singa- 
pore, the vessel going at full speed, dashed against the Light-house 
Rocks: в moment afterwards she fell beck, filled rapidly, and sink 
in deep water, with all hands on board. The man, who believed 
himself the only survivor, got hold of & small piece of wood, 
on whioh he floated в whole day and night, when he was picked 
up by some Rio fishermen, and brought to Singapore. This 
story, во fearful in its details, was soarcoly believed in at гас, 
but fatal confirmation of it arrived а day aflerwards from the 
Dutch resident at Rio. One of the crew of the ill-fated ship, a 
Swede, named Ohristenzen, was picked up, and brought ashore 
at Bio, and his s was the same as the Ohinaman's. The 
vessel was the Hamburgh three-masted schooner Oanton, bound 
from Bwatow to Bingapore, with 550 Ohinese passergers. The 
Obinaman thet reached Singspore and the European sailor, now 
in hospital at Rio, are the acle survivors.—Stra'ts Times.

In the Court of Queen's Bench, bas been tried в case, Grady v 
Baker, being an ection to recover damages for injuries inflicted by 
the defendaot's dog. The defendant pleaded “ Not guilty.” 

Mr. Oppenheim was x unsel for the plaintiff; Мг Pearce was 
counsel for the defendant. 

The plaintiff is a servant, and was in the habit of attending upon 
the defend ent, ар old lady, residing at No. 10, Oval-roa?, Olaphem. 
The defendant, who is a оп of some means, bas а grest fancy 
for dogs, and ehe wes in the habit of collecting all the strange dogs 
she cou'd ficd in the neighbourhood, and feeding them. About 
two years ago she purchaved а bull dog, which she made her pet 
and kept fastened by a string to the bed pot On Ше 8146 De- 
cember pleintiff went to the defendant's house as usual, and Miss 
Baker asked her to come into the bedrooms, and on her receiving 
assurance from the defendant that the бод wss tied up, and 
would de her no barm, she went into the room. After 
some little time defendant seid to her, “My dear little 
angel Bobby is not well—he has got the spasms. I wish you 
to go out at once and purchese for him a nice little chicken 
—never mind the expense—let it be tender.” (Lavghter) 
Plaintiff went to make up the 
fire, and whilet doing ко defendant 
said she should let the dog loose 
as the poor little fellow wented 
exercise. Bhe did so, and as 
plaintiff was stooping down the 
dog flew at her under ber clothes 
and caught hold of her регеов. 
Bhe hed great diffloul y in getting 
the dog to let go his bold. She 
screamed very much, and jumped 
upon the sofa, and asked the de- 
fendant to take away the dog, 
saying, “ Не is a eating me.” 
Finding she could not get away 
from the dog she took пра chair 
to strite it, when the defendant 
said, * Don't hurt my little angel, 
he wants to play with you a bit” 
(Laughter) Defendant looked 
the доог, took out the Bey, and 
prevented her leaving the rcom. 
The dog seized ber by the aukle. 
Detendent atter wards opened the 
door, and plaintiff rushed into 
the paseage, where the dog flew 
at Бег face, but bit her on the 
hand, as she held it up to guard 
her face. She afterwards got 
into the street, when the beker’s 
man interfered, and prevented 
his doing farther injury. She 
was bitten in six places on her 
legs, thigh, and bend. 

In _crose-examination, the 
plaintiff said the dog was one of 
those that used to be regularly 
fed by the defendant, and about 
two years since she purehased it 
for Miss Baker, ard gave a 
sovereign for it. The defendant 
is atout seventy-six years of age, 
and bas but one eye, and spends 
most of her time in bed and 
feeding the doge. When she 
first had the dog it bit the de- 
fendant and tore the bedolothes, 
and when any friends called on 
ber, she festened the dog up in 
the parlour. About eight months 
ago the dog flew at the platut ff, 
and tore the skirt of her dress. 
After the dog was taken away 
sbe went to the bospiial and bad 
the wounds canterised. She had 
worked for Mise Baker for ten or 
eleven years, but she stayedaway 
once for three months, beoause 
“ Miss Baker was always в jew- 
ing me and tending me for meat 
for the dogs.” She did not wear 
crinoline.

legalizo his marriage im France. From that time the father, who 
had previously kept aloof jeffected а reconcilia‘ion with bis вор, and 
livid on iotimate terms with him and his daughter-in-law, and 
even accompanied them to Madrid, Lisbon, Turin, and other places.
